Election  debacle 
in  Birmingham 

After  the  count  and  two  further  recounts  it  was  agreed  that  the 
BNP  had  won  with  2,310  votes.  Two  hours  later  when  everyone 
had  left,  election  officers  in  Birmingham  amended  the  result 
claiming  the  BNP  vote  was  now  just  1,329  votes 


BIRMINGHAM’S  first  ever 
BNP  councillor  has  been  sworn 
in  despite  the  city’s  electoral 
officials  still  insisting  that  two 
Labour  councillors  should  be 
representing  Kingstanding  ward. 
Sharon  Ebanks  was  officially  declared 
to  have  won  the  election  in  the  ward 
after  two  recounts,  but  hours  later 
electoral  officials  issued  an  amended 
set  of  results,  slashing  her  vote  from 
2,310  to  1,329. 

After  the  ceremony  the  new  BNP 
councillor  and  Deputy  BNP  leader 
Simon  Darby,  contacted  West 
Midlands  Police  asking  them  to 
investigate  the  “corrected”  results. 
Simon  Darby  said  the  discrepancies 
between  the  two  declared  results 
were  beyond  belief,  especially  as  the 
original  result  was  only  declared  after 
two  recounts. 

“There  is  something  very  wrong  about 
this  -  they  are  telling  us  that  there 
were  three  counts  in  front  of  dozens 
and  dozens  of  people,  not  just  us, 
and  that  no-one  spotted  any  anomaly 
whatsoever. 

“I  would  also  like  to  know  who  gave 
the  authority  to  amend  the  result 
after  everyone  had  left  the  count  at 
Stockland  Green  leisure  centre.” 
Speaking  exclusively  to  Freedom , 
Sharon  recounted  the  events  of  an 
evening  which  seemed  straight  out  of 
the  pages  of  a  political  thriller. 

“Right  from  the  moment  the  ballot 
boxes  were  opened  it  was  obvious  we 
were  looking  at  a  big  BNP  vote. 

“It  had  been  a  deliberate  policy  to 
field  just  one  BNP  candidate  so  as 
not  to  split  our  vote  and  this  tactic 
had  clearly  paid  off  and  both  the 
Labour  and  Conservative  candidates 
and  counting  agents  looked  visibly 
shaken  as  the  BNP  votes  tumbled  out 
across  the  tables. 

“After  the  first  count  I  had  clearly 
won  with  over  2300  votes,  a  majority 
of  more  than  200  over  my  closest 
Labour  rival. 

“Despite  this,  first  Labour  and  then 
the  Tories  demanded  further  recounts. 
Both  of  these  confirmed  the  original 
result  and  to  howls  and  hisses  from 
the  Labour  contingent,  I  was  declared 
the  winner  with  a  224  majority. 

“Sky  News  and  the  BBC  filmed  the 
declaration  and  I  gave  interviews  to 


the  Birmingham  Evening  Mail  and 
Birmingham  Post. 

“The  BNP  delegation  was  the  last  to 
leave  the  building  apart  from  council 
staff  involved  in  the  count.  The  police 
locked  the  gates  and  then  left  at  the 
same  time. 

“We  then  drove  to  Birmingham  Town 
Hall  to  view  the  other  results  across 
the  city.  All  ward  results  were  taped 
to  the  wall  except  for  mine. 

“Shortly  afterwards  I  was  confronted 
by  BBC  Radio  WM’s  Adrian 
Goldberg  who  told  me  that  there 
had  been  a  mistake  and  I  had  only 
come  third  behind  the  two  Labour 
candidates. 

“I  couldn’t  believe  it.  I  had  clearly 
won  yet  council  officials  were  now 
trying  to  take  that  victory  from  me.”

Back  on 
track  in 
Burnley 

Burnley,  the  town  which 
saw  the  BNP  breakthrough 
into  British  politics  back  in  2002, 
has  well  and  truly  recovered 
from  three  years  in  the  doldrums 
and  registered  some  of  its  best 
election  results. 

Now  back  to  seven  councillors  on 
Burnley  council  after  winning  in 
Hapton  and  Gannow  wards,  the 
only  downside  of  election  night 
was  the  return  of  our  seat  in 
Whittlefield  to  the  Tories. 

But  elsewhere  there  were  some 
excellent  results.  In  Trinity,  John 
Cave  was  just  1 8  votes  behind  the 
Labour  victor,  and  in  Gawthorpe, 
Scott  Atkinson  was  just  27  votes 
short  of  overhauling  the  Labour 
candidate.  In  Rosegrove,  Elaine 
Kirby  beat  the  Labour  leader  on 
Burnley  council  but  failed  by  54 
votes  to  take  the  seat  from  the 
Liberal  Democrats. 

There  was  also  an  encouraging 
result  in  Brunshaw  despite  us 
letting  down  voters  with  our 
candidate  in  2003.  BNP  support 
still  turned  out  in  numbers  and 
Anthony  Locke  polled  606  votes 
just  97  short  of  winning.

In  fact  the  election  results  represent 
a  “hidden”  victory  for  the  BNP  in 
Bradford  with  the  Party,  as  well  as 
winning  Queensbury,  coming  second 
in  eight  of  the  other  15  wards 
contested  and  third  in  another  four.

Asylum  seekers  who  have 

been  granted  sanctuary  in 
another  European  Union  country 
can  move  to  Britain  and  claim  free 
council  housing. 

That’s  according  to  a  court  ruling  last 
month  which  forces  councils  to  hand 
over  the  keys  of  a  council  house  to 
jobless  EU  nationals  with  nowhere  to 
live  -  even  though  they  have  never 
done  a  day’s  work  in  Britain. 

A  Somalian  woman  who  travelled  to 
Britain  after  being  granted  nationality 
by  the  Dutch  Government  brought  the 
case  which  led  to  the  ruling. 

Judges  said  that  because  she  did  not 
have  a  job  and  was  not  looking  for 
one,  she  was  a  special  case. 

As  EU  nationals,  jobless  migrants 
can  freely  come  to  live  in  Britain, 
but  unless  they  find  a  job  or  have 
enough  money  to  be  self  sufficient, 
they  become  subject  to  immigration 
controls. 

It  is  these  “economically  inactive” 
migrants  who  have  no  money  and 
do  not  bother  to  find  work  who  are 
entitled  to  a  free  council  house  while 
the  Home  Office  starts  the  protracted 
proceedings  to  seek  an  order  to  get 
them  deported.

On  the  top  table,  BNP  chairman  Nick 
Griffin,  was  flanked  by  three  of  the 
Party’s  numerous  lady  officials,  but 
when  reports  of  the  event  appeared 
the  next  day  they  were  nowhere  to  be 
seen. 

In  fact  there  was  no  mention  of  the  40 
candidates  either,  but  what  the  media 
did  give  coverage  to  was  claims  from 
an  anti-BNP  group  being  funded  by 
the  Labour  Party  and  the  TUC  that 
the  BNP  was  anti-Semitic. 


This  was  particularly  offensive  to 
Epping  Forest  councillor  Pat 
Richardson,  who  is  herself  Jewish  and 
was  sitting  on  the  top  table  with  Nick 
Griffin.

ONE  of  the  morale  boosting 
spin-offs  of  the  last  election 
campaign  is  that  the  British 
National  Party  now  appears  in 
the  opinion  polls. 

On  8th  April  a  Populus  poll  from 
across  the  whole  UK  had  the  BNP 
on  3%,  up  from  1%  in  their  last 
survey  taken  at  the  beginning  of 
April,  and  there  was  even  better 
news  two  days  later  when  a 
YouGov  poll  had  the  BNP  on  6%. 
Anthony  King,  a  professor  of 
government  at  Essex  University, 
who  analysed  the  results  reported:

THERE  was  surprise  and  dismay 
amongst  many  Methodist 
congregations  when  Anthea  Cox 
delivered  an  hysterical  attack  on 
the  Christian  Council  of  Britain 
and  the  British  National  Party. 

Cox  is  the  Methodist  Co-ordinating 
Secretary  for  Public  Life  and  Social 
Justice,  an  impressive  title  for  the 
local  preacher  on  the  Peterborough 
Methodist  Circuit.

IRKLEES  BNP  Councillor, 
David  Exley,  had  been 
hoping  to  create  a  multi-million 
pound  sports  centre  in  his 
Heckmondwike  ward  and  had 
been  working  towards  that  end 
with  a  local  company  to  get  the 
project  off  the  ground. 

Ballpark  Leisure  Ltd  wanted  to  create 
a  sports  complex  on  recreation  ground 
off  Dale  Lane,  Heckmondwike,  which 
is  owned  by  the  Council.

“One  of  the  five  outdoor  pitches 
would  have  been  exclusively  for 
community  use  at  no  charge,  while 
people  living  within  a  half-mile  radius 
of  the  centre  would  receive  discounts 
on  single  activities,  such  as  aerobics 
classes  and  circuit  training.” 

But  the  Liberal  Democrats  on  Kirklees 
Council  changed  the  goalposts  over 
land  fees  and  Ballpark  Leisure  was 
forced  to  withdraw  its  offer  and  take 
their  project  elsewhere. 

An  insider  on  the  council  said  that  the 
project  was  blocked  because  it  was 
BNP  Councillor  David  Exley,  who 
was  behind  its  development. 

“They  figured  that  a  new  facility  for 
local  people,  launched  and  promoted 
by  a  British  National  Party  councillor 
would  show  that  the  Party  was  making 
things  happen  for  local  residents  and 
would  encourage  the  election  of  more 
BNP  councillors,”  she  said. 

The  Labour  Party  tried  to  make 
political  gain  by  putting  out  its 
Labour  Rose  newsletter  attacking  the 
Lib-Dems  for  not  supporting  the 
project  and  claiming  The  sports  centre 
proposals  were  fully  supported  by 
your  Labour  Team’.

Thousands  of  local 
jobs,  those  of  workers  employed  in 
the  factory  itself  and  those  whose 
jobs,  from  making  motor  parts  to 
running  local  shops  selling  goods  to 
the  carmakers’  families,  are  being 
exported  to  Slovakia. 

It’s  another  betrayal  of  British 
manufacturing  by  this  Labour 
Government  which  refuses  to  defend 
British  jobs  from  the  ravages  of  the 
Global  Market. 

The  Peugeot  plant  at  Ryton  is  one 
of  the  most  productive  in  Europe, 
producing  67  cars  per  worker  per  year, 
just  2  short  of  the  best-performing 
Peugeot  plant  in  Spain  and  well  ahead 
of  the  just  54  cars  a  year  French 
workers  at  Poissy  make. 

But  in  Slovakia,  a  workforce  can  be 
hired  for  a  fifth  the  wages  Western 
Europeans  need  to  live  on,  and  that’s 
why  French  bosses  are  moving  the 
production  of  the  French  car  there. 
And  because  Peugeot  is  a  French 
company,  it  is  prepared  to  support 
French  workers  at  its  under- 
performing  Poissy  plant  in  France 
and  give  them  the  new  Peugeot  207

Slovakia  gets  3,500  new  jobs  and 
a  giant  new  plant  at  Trnava,  which 
will  eventually  produce  450,000 
cars  a  year.  Peugeot  has  moved 
there  because  not  only  is  there  an 
unlimited  supply  of  cheap  labour, 
but  the  Slovak  Government  has 
built  a  motorway  to  the  factory  and 
is  offering  Peugeot  multi-million 
pound  tax  breaks. 

This  once  poor  country  can  afford 
these  vast  sums  because  they  get 
huge  handouts  from  European  Union 
funds  -  £78  million  last  year  alone. 
It’s  funds  to  which  Britain,  unlike 
Eastern  European  countries,  is  a  net 
contributor,  providing  an  endgame 


whereby  the  British  taxpayer  is  being 
used  by  Brussels  to  bankroll  bribes  to 
take  British  jobs  out  of  Britain! 
Unemployed  car  workers  in  Coventry 
will  get  short  shrift  from  New  Labour. 
The  reaction  of  Blair  and  Brown  was 
to  shrug  the  lost  jobs  and  ruined  lives 
off  as  an  inevitable  consequence  of 
the  global  market  economy  which 
they  wholeheartedly  support.

It  might  be  performing  well  for 
him  and  his  millionaire  lawyer  wife, 
Cherie,  who  can  afford  a  £4  million 
mortgage,  but  for  young  working 
couples  in  Coventry,  the  future  looks 
bleak  as  their  dreams  of  ever  affording 
a  home  of  their  own  are  dashed. 
Globalisation  makes  the  super-rich 
cosmopolitan  capitalist  clique  who 
fund  and  run  New  Labour  today 
even  richer.

CAR  WORKERS  at  Vauxhall’s 
Ellesmere  Port  plant  on 
Merseyside  fear  that  their  jobs 
could  be  going  the  same  way  as 
their  colleagues  at  Ryton. 
Ellesmere  Port  employs  3,250 
workers  and  last  year  made  1 88,000 
cars,  but  the  plant’s  owners,  General 
Motors,  are  about  to  decide  where 
the  next  generation  Vauxhall  Astra 
is  to  be  built.  GM  has  five  factories 
that  could  build  it  -  Ellesmere  Port 
plus  four  abroad  -  and  has  stated  it 
only  needs  four. 

Carl-Peter  Foster,  chairman  of  GM 
Europe  has  already  warned  the 
workforce  that  he  regards  Ellesmere 
Port  as  “vulnerable”. 

The  Merseyside  car  workers  jobs 
are  vulnerable  because  their  factory 
is  owned  by  a  global  multi-national 
corporation  which  is  able  to  switch 
production  to  anywhere  in  the  world 
at  the  drop  of  an  accountant’s  pencil. 
This  leaves  its  British  employees 
dumped  on  the  dole  as  sacrifices 
to  this  global  free  trade  philosophy 
that  is  supported  by  both  Labour 
and  the  Tories. 


Car  parts  jobs 
go  to  China 

IT’S  NOT  just  our  jobs  making 
cars  that  are  threatened  by  global 
capitalism,  it’s  also  our  jobs  making 
the  parts  for  these  cars. 

Global  car  parts  giant  Visteon,  which 
employs  around  3000  workers  in 
plants  in  Basildon,  Enfield,  Belfast 
and  Swansea,  has  just  announced  it 
plans  to  shut  down  half  its  plants,  lay 
off  workers  and  cut  the  pensions  of 
those  who  hang  on  to  their  jobs. 

In  a  letter  to  all  staff  sent  out  at 
the  end  of  April,  Visteon  UK  boss 
Steve  Gawne,  announced  that  Belfast 
and  Swansea  are  likely  to  be  shut 
down  and  the  pensions  of  workers  at 
the  surviving  plants  face  “potential 
changes”  (not  thought  to  be  a  raise!) 
The  car  part  multinational  boss  said 
pay  rates  were  “not  competitive” 
compared  with  rates  at  car  parts  plants 
in  the  Far  East,  making  it  cheaper, 
because  Britain  has  no  import  controls 
or  levies,  for  cheap  Chinese  parts  to 
be  shipped  in  for  the  dwindling  few 
cars  that  are  still  built  in  Britain. 


The  black  hole 
of  the  Ell  rip-off 

THE  French  city  of  Strasbourg 
has  been  overcharging  the 
European  Parliament  up  to  €2.7 
million  a  year  in  rent  for  at  least 
the  last  25  years. 

The  current  internal  probe  on 
European  Parliament  bookkeepers, 
will  no  doubt  re-ignite  the  debate 
on  keeping  the  parliament  seat  in 
Strasbourg,  but  French  diplomats  are 
trying  to  play  down  the  significance 
of  the  dispute. 

“This  is  a  matter  that  should  not  be 
inflated  artificially.  It  is  a  discussion 
between  MEPs  and  the  city  of 
Strasbourg,”  a  French  official  stated. 
It  is  a  scandal  that,  yet  again,  the 
lack  of  any  form  of  proper  accounting 
procedures  within  the  monolithic  EU 
bureaucracy  means  money  -  our 
money  -  is  handed  over  to  the  European 
Union  never  to  be  seen  again.

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1HAVE  been  involved  in  nationalist  politics  for  30  years

One  of  the  main  gripes  that  many  voters  in  local  elections 
have  is  that  they  only  see  their  politicians  when  polling  day 
is  looming.

A  NEW  report  by  civil  liberties 
groups,  ‘Statewatch’  and  the 
‘Transnational  Institute’  called 
Arming  Big  Brother,  attacks  the 
European  Union  for  sponsoring 
research  into  surveillance  and 
control  technologies. 

Expressing  grave  concerns  that  the 
EU  is  already  working  on  the 
development  of  an  internal  security- 
industrial  complex  at  a  staggering 
cost  of  almost  £700  million  per 
year,  the  report  goes  on  to  explain 
that  the  European  Security  Research 
Programme  (ESRP)  is  governed  by  a 


50-member  advisory  board  composed 
of  at  least  14  defence  companies. 
And  this  is  without  oversight  from 
MEPs  or  for  that  matter  any  other 
elected  representatives. 

Indeed,  the  author  of  the  report, 
Ben  Hayes,  points  out  that  the  whole 
dubious  initiative  is  “completely 
unaccountable  and  gives  multinational 
corporations  an  unacceptable  role  in 
EU  decision-making.” 

The  report  also  highlights  that  fact 
that  a  major  part  of  the  vast  budget 
available  is  earmarked  for  high-tech 
surveillance  systems. 


B&Q  recruits  Polish  buglers 


THE  profits  of  B&Q  collapsed 
last  year  forcing  the  DIY 
retailer  owners,  Kingfisher,  to  cut 
jobs  and  close  stores. 

Now  the  company  is  seeking  to 
make  further  savings  by  recruiting 
thousands  of  Polish  builders  and 
decorators  for  its  ‘do-it-for-me’ 
services.  This  is  for  customers  who 
want  their  purchases  installed  by 
B&Q  and  the  home  improvement

HE  St.  George’s  Day  Parade 
in  West  Bromwich  was  started 
just  five  years  ago  by  a  group  of 
local  pub  regulars  and  has  now 
grown  to  be  a  huge  -  albeit  still 
almost  ‘underground’  -  event. 
Initially  Sandwell’s  Labour  council 
tried  to  ban  it,  but  the  gathering  is  now 
so  big  that  they’ve  thrown  a  little  bit 
of  notional  support  at  it  in  the  hope  of 
taking  control  and  neutering  it. 

No  hope  of  that  now,  that’s  for 
sure.  The  day  is,  and  should  remain, 
an  essentially  non-political  event 
which  is  simply  about  celebrating 
Englishness,  English  culture  and  the 
right  of  the  majority  community  to 
be  proud  of  our  own  bit  of  diversity 
instead  of  simply  being  taxed  to  pay 
for  everybody  else’s. 


Thousands  upon  thousands  of  people 
thronged  the  street  and  despite  a  few 
spots  of  drizzle  and  grey  skies  that 
only  gradually  lifted,  everyone  was 
in  good  spirits. 

I  have  never  had  my  hand  shaken 
by  so  many  people  or  my  photo 
taken  with  more  individuals,  couples 
and  families  in  such  a  short  space 
of  time.  Hundreds  and  hundreds 
of  handshakes,  many  scores  of 
photographs  -  more  in  an  hour  and 
a  half  than  at  an  entire  Red-White- 
and-Blue  weekend. 

Any  of  the  ‘mainstream’  politicians 
or  journalists  who  actually  believe 
the  rubbish  they  spout  about  the  BNP 
being  ‘extreme’  or  ‘unrepresentative’ 
or  ‘nothing  more  than  a  soft  protest 
vote’  should  have  been  in  West 
Bromwich  to  see  just  how  highly 


‘ordinary’  hard-working  Brummies 
and  ‘Yam  Yams’  (as  Black  Country 
folk  are  called  by  their  big  city 
neighbours)  regard  us.  Take  it  from 
me,  our  reputation  for  telling  the  truth 
and  being  politically  incorrect  and 
proud  of  it  is  giving  the  BNP  near 
iconic  status.
